I he Pentagon should not say Monday how many 
nuclear bombs were aboard the plane when it crashed 
Sunday. But sources said it was probably four of the 1.1 
million megaton type, with a total explosive equivalent of 
more than 4.4 million tons of dynamite— a force thousands 
of times greater than that which incinerated Hiroshima 
in World War II. 
I he Pentagon said the devices weren’t armed “ so there 
is no danger of a nuclear explosion at the crash site.” In 
its brief statement the Defense Department did not specu­ 
late on chances of recovering the bombs but other sources 
said recovery was doubtful. 


Asks For Explanation 


Denmark which owns Greenland, asked the United 
States for an explanation of the incident. 
Denmark 
forbids flights of planes bearing nuclear 
bombs over her territory. But Prime Minister Jens Otto 
Krag said it was impossible to prevent emergency landings 
such as the plane was attempting when it hurled into the 
thick ice of North Star Bay. 
In Copenhagen, Danes staged a protest demonstration 
at the U.S. Embassy. 
The Soviet news agency l ass said in Moscow the crash 
was a “ dangerous accident.” 


One crewman was killed in the crash. Six other* para­ 
chuted to safety. 
Searchers worked with light provided by flares in 
temperatures well below zero and headed across the ice 
six to nine feet thick in the bay, where some wreckage had 
been sighted. 
But the Pentagon said other parts of the plane, heated 
in the fire of the crash, “ may have burned into or through 
the ice" and disappeared in the 800-foot water depth to the 
sea floor. 


On Patrol Duty 


The ^10 million plane, based at the Plattsburgh, N. Y . 
Air Force Base 2,000 miles away, was on patrol duty that 
is part of the continuing U.S. bomber flights along the 
northern route in readiness for possible war. 
The crash site is in northwest Greenland, a desolate 
area which has no sunlight most of the day. It is home for 
three or four hundred Eskimos who live by hunting polar 
bears and walrus. There are a hospital and some other 
facilities at Thule manned by Danes. 
The surviving airmen were taken to the hospital at 
U.S. Air Force Base, also at Thule. The plane had been 
trying to reach the base when it crashed. 
The case of the missing bombs erupted on the eve of 
Denmark’s national elections. 
Left-wingers in Copenhagen demonstrated in the streets 
Monday after word of the incident came out. About 50 
demonstrators carried placards outside the American Em­ 
bassy which read: “ No Nuclear Weapons on Danish Soil.”

can t than a mere chan ge in 
person alities. 
There was. of 
courst, much said origin ally 
in favor of the choice of Mr. 
McNamara as Secretary of 
Defen se. He had been a top 
executive in the Ford Motor 
Compan y . 
He was expected 
to give the huge d epartmen t 
of the armed services the 
ben efit of his talen t—effici­ 
en cy 
in 
organ ization . 
He 
was accustomed to han d lin g 
large sums an d d etermin in g 
the best way to get the most 
for the mon ey —on a busin ess 
basis. 
But this is n ot alway s fea­ 
sible in govern men t. 
For in 
the Departmen t of Defen se, 
while the han d lin g of large 
busin ess con tracts is an im­ 
portan t part of the job, how 
can a secretary measure effi­ 
cien cy in evaluation the pur­ 
pose of weapon s or strategy 
when lives are at stake? 
Man y a gen eral or ad miral 
might prefer to spen d mil­ 
lion s of d ollars in prepared ­ 
n ess that might seem to oth­ 
ers to be wasteful. 
For if 
there is a chan ce to cut d own 
the poten tial list of casual­ 


ties in a given operation or 
piece of strategy , this is con ­ 
sid ered more importan t for 
the future than econ omizin g. 
Clark Clifford is a good 
lawy er. 
He un d erstan d s the 
art of recon cilin g d ifferen ces 
of opin ion an d makin g com­ 
promises, as happen s in out- 
of-court 
settlemen ts 
which 
are frequen tly as d ifficult to 
han d le aa cases in court. Mr. 
Clifford is n ot the sort of 
official who will regard ad mi­ 
rals or gen erals as mere 
champion s of an un popular 
philsophy . 
He will reflect 
their viewpoin t to the presi­ 
d en t an d express a lay man ’s 
jud gmen t as to what should 
be d on e, but Mr. John son 
will have to assess for him­ 
self the con sequen ces of hit 
d ecision . 
Where Mr. McNamara mad e 
his error was in assumin g, as 
too man y people mistaken ly 
d o n owad ay s, that military 
men are obsessed with cer­ 
tain prejud ices in favor of 
more an d more battles an d 
the escalation of a war such 
as is goin g on in Vietn am. 
When given ord ers to repel ag­ 
gression or to operate effec­ 
tively alon g with an allied 
force in fightin g the en emy , 
the problem is n ot on e of poli­ 
tics or pen n y -savin g but of ef­ 
fectuatin g the military strat­ 
egy most likely to attain the 
d esired objective. 
Again an d again military 
men have come up with big 
bud gets d eemed n ecessary for 
n ation al d efen se. These have 
often been regard ed as too 
large. But back of the rec­ 
ommen d ation s has alway s ba­ 
sically been the military con ­ 
cept of how to protect n ation al 
security .

which a d efen se bud get ertr 
experien ced , for example, was 
on e y ear before the Korean 
War broke out. It caught the

though the

Civilian s, to be sure, make 
the fin al d ecision s, but Presi­ 
d en t John son n ow wilt have at 
his sid e a cabin et secretary 
who will give the military 
chiefs every opportun ity te 
presen t their case.

Clark Clifford will be of 
great help to Mr. John son in 
main tain in g the proper rela­ 
tion ship of the Join t Chiefs to 
the Presid en t of the Un ited 
States.

So, whatever else Min n e­ 
sota Sen . Eugen e McCarthy ’s 
rival presid en tial can d id acy 
may mean in 1968, it is n ot 
peculiarly n ecesary for him 
to run to “brin g the issue of 
the war to the coun try .” That 
has been d on e quite forcefully

three solid y ears. 
The problem with d issen t is 
n ot how to keep it from be­ 
in g crushed but how to keep 
it. in this raffish age, from be­ 
in g corrupted . 
Most •’ of the peril comes 
from those in this coun try 
who either seek violen tly or 
otherwise to d isrupt the pro­ 
cesses of this society an d 
call it “d issen t.” or d efen d 
this d ubious equation while 
refusin g to act it out.

group, organ ized by William 
Alien White, called the Non -

peri *f the law which ban n ed 
shipmen t ef arms to Europe. 
Douglas at ace 50 volun ­ 
teered for the Marin es as a 
private. He came out of the 
war a lieuten an t colon el af­ 
ter service In the Pacific 
where on « of the two « roun d s 
he suffered left on e of Ms 
arms almost hed lpless.

Johnson, in appointing Clark 
Clifford to be Secretary of 
Defense, didn't pick a special­ 
ist in military matters but a 
man with a certain type of 
mind capable of serving as a 
top counsellor in the cabinet 
- someone he has known a 
long time. too. 
Actually, 
the 
termination 
of Robert McNamara's duty 
as Secretary of Defense and 
the selection of Mr. Clifford in 
his place ie far more signifi­ 
cant than a mere change in 
personalities. 
There was. of 
course, much said originally 
in favor of the choice of Mr. 
McNamara as Secretary of 
Defense. He had been a top 
executive in the Ford Motor 
Company. 
He was expected 
to give the huge department 
of the armed services the 
benefit of his talent—effici­ 
ency 
in 
organisation. 
He 
was accustomed to handling 
large sums and determining 
the best way to get the most 
for the money-on a business 
basis. 
Rut this is not always fea­ 
sible in government. 
For in 
the Department of Defense, 
while the handling of large 
business contracts Is an im­ 
portant part of the job. how 
can a secretary measure effi­ 
ciency in evaluation the pur­ 
pose of weapons or strategy 
when lives 
are 
at 
stake? 
Many a general or admiral 
might prefer to spend mil­ 
lions of dollars in prepared­ 
ness that might seem to oth­ 
ers to be wasteful. 
For if 
there is a chance to cut down 
the potential list of casual­ 


ties in a given operation or 
piece of strategy, this is con­ 
sidered more important for 
the future than economizing. 
Clark Clifford is a good 
lawyer. 
He understands th* 
art of reconciling differences 
of opinion and making com­ 
promises. as happens in out 
of-court 
settlements 
which 
art frequently as difficult to 
handle as cases in court. Mr. 
Clifford is not the sort of 
official who will regard admi­ 
rals or generals as mere 
champions of an unpopular 
philsophy. 
He will reflect 
their viewpoint to the presi­ 
dent and express a layman'a 
judgment as to what should 
be done, but Mr. Johnson 
will have to assess for him­ 
self the consequences of his 
decision. 
Where Mr. McNamara made 
his error was in assuming, as 
too many people mistakenly 
do nowadays, that military 
men are obsessed with cer­ 
tain prejudices in favor of 
more and more battles and 
the escalation of a war such 
as is going on in Vietnam. 
When given orders to repel ag­ 
gression or to operate effec­ 
tively along with an allied 
force in fighting the enemy, 
the problem Is not one of poli­ 
tics or penny-saving but of ef­ 
fectuating the military strat­ 
egy most likely to attain the 
desired objective. 
Again and again military 
men have come up with big 
budgets deemed necessary for 
national defense. These have 
often been regarded as too 
large. But back of the rec­ 
ommendations has always ba­ 
sically been the military con­ 
cept of how to protect national 
security.

Even as President Johnson 
says from time to time that 
he welcomes dissent on Viet­ 
nam and other matters, his 
critics doubt him. Yet the 
volume and intensity of dis 
sent probably has never been 
greater than now, and he 
could not snuff it out if he 
wanted to. 
With the aid of eager tele- 
vsion. almost any cluster of a 
dozen dissenters gathered anv­ 
il here can catch the public's 
eye and ear. 
So. whatever else Minne­ 
sota Sen. Eugene McCarthy's 
rival presidential candidacy 
may mean in IMI. it is not 
peculiarly necesary for him 
to run to "bring the issue of 
the war to the country." That 
has been done quite forcefully 
and 
pretty 
constantly 
for 
three solid years. 
The problem with dissent is 
not how to keep it :rom be­ 
ing crushed but how to keep 
it. in this raffish age. from be­ 
ing corrupted. 
Most of the peril comes 
from those in this country 
who either seek violently or 
otherwise to disrupt the pro­ 
cesses of this society and 
call it "dissent." or defend 
this dubious equation while 
refusing to set it out. 
To dissent is to disagree. To 
disrupt is to "break apart." 
Even in this era of loose ap 
proximations. 
there 
is 
no 
equation. 
Blocking the way is not 
dissent. Those who try it are. 
in fact, contemptuous of the 
limitations of dis sen'. Those 
who tolerate this distortion 
are perhaps the w ot se cor­ 
rupters. 
Tantalized by the 
fact the disruptive types are 
hitting the same targets they 
aim at. they cannot bring 
themselves to assail the dis­ 
tortion. 
They defend unrea­ 


sonable wrecking as lf It 
were reasonable reckoning. 
The 
political 
year 
l*6t 
promises much more of all of 
this. 
The announced goal of 
the disrupters is not to In­ 
fluence the conventions and 
the campaign with persuasive 
argument. 
It is to block, to 
hamper, to humiliate and dis­ 
credit the normal democratic 
processes of politics and gov­ 
ernment. 
There is strong evidence 
from public opinion polls that 
the worst excesses of disrup­ 
tion or near-disruption in 1167 
produced an increasingly bos 
tile reaction across t broad 
spectrum 
of the American 
people. The Oct. 21 march on 
the Pentagon was the biggest 
single factor. 
Off these findings, poll-tak- 
ers expect that any dramatic 
wrecking efforts in 1966, es­ 
pecially during the highly vis- 
ible summertime national con­ 
ventions. will greatly heighten 
t h e 
American 
majority's 
growing disgust with disrup­ 
tion. 
If this critical turn should 
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be reached, the natlon'a dis­ 
senters may have borne la 
upon them tome hard facta of 
political life. 
Prom a scrutiny of the 
IHS ll "record of pretest." it 
is evident that there is mere 
danger to earnest, honest dis­ 
sent from IU distorters than 
from Lyndon Johnson's al­ 
ledged wish to snuff it out al­ 
together. 
In 
lion to the Vietnam war," tee 
many "dissenters" here earn a 
around to accepting the idea 
that anything goes — regard­ 
less of its effect upon the 
democratic process, the rule 
of law instead of men. the 
whole notion of freedom as 
it underlies this society. 
Concealed amid this fury. 
too. is a terribly exaggerated 
notion of the place of dissent 
—and the dissenter—ia a free 
political system. 
The notion has taken deep 
hold in some segments st 
American life that somehow 
dissenters are automatically 
and invariably more coura­ 
geous. more noble, mere dis­ 
cerning and hence more cor­ 
rect thany anyone else ia the 
country. 
A 
consideraole 
body of 
American men and women 
appear to believe that, wheth­ 
er the issue be Vietnam or 
some other, the only honor­ 
able place to be is among 
the dissenters. They are the 
pure in beau and mind 
Rut in a democratic soci­ 
ety founded upon real debate 
and reasoned choices, the de 
lenders and advocates o* bo*h 
sides of every great issue must 
be honored. And in any given 
instance, it must 
he ac­ 
knowledged fairly that the de­ 
fenders st a course of action 
may be showing at least as 
much courage and discern­ 
ment as is exhibited by the 
critics st that action.

I t ’s Time to C ure Its Ills or K ill It 


ALBANY, N Y. (AP> — The 
New York State lottery was at a 
crossroads today , as D em ocra­ 
tic and Republican leaders of 
the legislature agreed that the 
tim e has come to cure its ills or 
kill it.

m ade independently by Assem­ 
bly S|» eaker Anthony J, Travia, 
the Legislature's ranking Demo­ 
crat, and his GOP counterpart, 
Senate M ajority Leader Karl W. 
Bry dges,

give serious thought to junking 
the lottery because it has pro­ 
duced far less revenue than its 
advocates ex pected.
